Didsbury will be repre¬ 
sented in Health Authority #4 
(Red Deer region) in the in¬ 
fant stages of Alberta's new 
health regions, local MLA Ri¬ 
chard Marz confirmed late last 
week. 

Didsbury Town Council 
passed a motion last month to 
seek realignment in the 
Calgary Region. The motion

move into the Calgary Health 
Region. Didsbury Mayor 
Dorothy Moore has argued a 
move to Calgary would pro¬ 
vide a brighter future for the 
Didsbury Hospital and give it 
a better chance of becoming a 
satellite facility. 

Marz said while Didsbury 
will start in the Red Deer Re¬ 
gion, nothing has officially 
been "written in stone.” 

"Didsbury will be operating 
out of the Red Deer Region ini¬ 
tially," said Marz. "If there is 
a need to change, an an¬ 


nouncement will be made." 

Marz said Mar's office is 
setting up appointments for 
him with the respective CEOs 
of both health authorities, 
where he will hear more about 
the plans each region would 
have for the Didsbury Hospi¬ 
tal. 

"Both Calgary and Red Deer 
have ideas on how to use the 
Didsbury Hospital," said 
Marz. 

Marz said Mar will ulti¬ 
mately have the final say on 
which health region Didsbury 


will fall into. 

Grant Hemming, who was 
elected by Didsbury and area 
residents as a health author¬ 
ity board member in the last 
municipal election, was 
named as one of the board 
members for the Red Deer re¬ 
gion at the beginning of 
March. He said he will be at¬ 
tending the first board meet¬ 
ing in Red Deer April 2. 

Hemming said clarity is 
important on the issue be¬ 
cause in the initial stages of 
setting up the health regions, 
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each community must be part 
of the process to establish 
their own footing. He also 
said clarity on the issue 
would put the minds of local 
healthcare workers at ease. 

While Hemming and the 
rest of Didsbury wait for a 
decision on the issue. Hem¬ 
ming said he will push for¬ 
ward with his work. 

"As an elected representa¬ 
tive and appointed member of 
a board I will continue to rep¬ 
resent the Didsbury Hospital 
in any region we go to."

Dolha said there are other 
parties interested in airport 
land and that hanger owners 
would have first crack at pur¬ 
chasing the property. 

Coates said Olds and Dids¬ 
bury would not have been able 
to accept such a low offer as the 
Municipal Government Act re¬ 
quires an appraisal on all mu¬ 
nicipal assets to be sold. 

“We can’t sell publicly owned 
property for less than its 
worth.” said Coates. 

He also stated the offer not 
only included capital profits to 
be shared but the fact the 
County would be charging the 
towns each $5,000 annually 
until the airport started mak¬ 
ing money. 

“To me we were seeking a

and county. The offer they made 
was a win/lose in favour of the 
county,” said Coates. 

The Ad Hoc committee was 
formed in April 2002 to discuss 
the County purchasing the 
Olds/Didsbury Airport. 

The Province has prepared 
a Rehabilitation Report for the 
Olds/Didsbury Airport for the 
next 10 years which projects a 
cost of $800,000. While it is 
expected some of those costs 
would be offset with federal and 
provincial funding, the munici¬ 
pality owning the airport would 
still bear a cost of that total. 

This offer to purchase the 
airport was put forward by the 
County earlier this year. The 
County offered to purchase the 
property for $2 with a percent¬ 
age of the net capital revenues 




from the date of the sale put into 
a capital reserve for future im¬ 
provements and any remaining 
funds after the ten-year period 
distributed equally between the 
Towns of Didsbury and Olds. 

MVC also passed a motion 
to inform the Towns that the 
County would be willing to 
meet with them following the 
appraisal through the Ad Hoc 
committee.

AAA Cattle Company has 
been granted the go ahead to 
proceed with a 2,000 beef fin¬ 
isher and 16,200 head beef 
feeder facility by the (Natural 
Resources Conservation 
Board) NRCB. 

The 40-page decision, re¬ 
leased last Wednesday, is sub¬ 
ject to conditions and follows a 
three day public hearing held 
at Lone Pine Hall, east of Dids- 
bury in early February. 

AAA Cattle Company's ini¬ 
tial application was denied by 
NRCB approval officer Sandi 
Roberts because she deemed 
there wasn't enough informa¬ 
tion given about the proposed 
liner of the manure storage la¬ 
goon. 

Other issues raised at the 
Feb. 5 to 7 meeting included 
runoff control catch basin, 
groundwater protection and 
water supply, separation dis¬ 
tances and location of facilities 
and engineering certificates. 

The decision states the Panel 
has had "careful regard" for the 
concerns raised by the various 
interested parties and that 
through conditions those con¬ 
cerns have been addressed. 

"The Panel believes that 
through the use of conditions 
to the Approval, in combina¬ 
tion with the commitments of 
the Applicant, the concerns 
these parties have raised can be 
adequately addressed." states 
the decision. 

Most of the conditions set 
out by the NRCB have been set 


around the construction of the 
clay liner required for the ma¬ 
nure catchment pond and 
feedlot pens. 

AAA Cattle must ensure the 
construction of the catchment 
pond and feedlot pen liners are 
supervised by a professional en¬ 
gineer, that AAA Cattle pro¬ 
vides the NRCB with a certifi¬ 
cate confirming construction is 
done to necessary specifica¬ 
tions, that there is at least one 
meter separation between the 
bottom liner of the catchment 
pond and any bedrock and, that 
one metre separates the liner 
and the water table. AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company must also ensure 
the catchment pond is con¬ 


structed as per its site plan. 

AAA Cattle Company must 
also implement a ground water 
monitoring plan according to 
the Groundwater Monitoring 
Program they submitted to the 
NRCB. 

The liners under the catch¬ 
ment pond and feedlot pens 
must be certified on an annual 
basis along with an annual re¬ 
view of the groundwater moni¬ 
toring plan. 

One of the main concerns ex¬ 
pressed by local residents at the 
Feb. 5 meeting was AAA Cattle 
Company's liner plan. NRCB 
regulations stated that if liners 
are made of a compacted natu¬ 
rally occurring material "the 


liner must be not less than one 
metre thick when measured 
perpendicular to the liner's sur¬ 
face". 

AAA Cattle company cited 
costs as being too high to meet 
the one meter requirement and 
provided evidence suggesting 
that a thinner liner under the 
pens and catchment pond could 
do the job. 

AAA Cattle Company said 
their liners (30 cm under the 
pens and 60 cm under the catch¬ 
ment basin) would create a 
level of protection that would 
meet or exceed necessary stand¬ 
ards. 

AAA lawyer Keith Wilson ar¬ 
gued the board was allowed to 


consider "alternative liners" 
that offer the same or greater 
protection. 

Committee for Lone Pine law¬ 
yer Alex McWilliam stated "a 
compacted clay liner is not an 
alternative liner system. It is 
just a clay liner that doesn't 
meet (regulations) and there¬ 
fore can't be allowed.” 

In the decision the Panel ac¬ 
knowledges the one meter re¬ 
quirements is clear. However 
they allowed the thinner liner 
because they felt it was safe 
and that the Agricultural Op¬ 
eration Practices Act allows a 
person to apply for a variance 
of requirements "if in the opin¬ 
ion of an approval officer or the 
Board the variance provides the 
same or a greater degree of pro¬ 
tection and safety as that pro¬ 
vided for by the regulations." 

While a decision may have 
provided light about the future 
of AAA Cattle Company, rela¬ 
tionships have been severely 
damaged - something that 
hasn't gone unnoticed by the 
NRCB. The NRCB expects AAA 
will work closely with its 
neighbours. 

"In reaching its decision, the 
Panel notes that there appeared 
to be a substansive commit¬ 
ment from AAA to work closely 
with its neighbours and to en¬ 
sure that they are kept informed 
of its activities. While the Panel 
does not believe that this should 
be set out as a condition of the 
Approval, the Panel does expect 
AAA to meet this commitment. 
It is clear to the Panel that the 
relationship between AAA and 
the surrounding community 
has been damaged and the Panel 
expects that AAA will take all 
reasonable steps available in 
carrying out its operations to 
work towards gaining confi¬ 
dence from the community," 
states the decision. 


Reaction to AAA decision varies from relieved to stunned 


Lone Pine 
residents looking 
at options

Following the decision made 
by the Natural Resources Con¬ 
servation Board (NRCB) last 
Wednesday were predictable re¬ 
actions from both sides of the 
now approved 16,400 head 
feedlot in the Lone Pine area. 

AAA Cattle Company own¬ 
ers were relieved to finally re¬ 
ceive the go-ahead for their pro¬ 
posed expansion, while Com¬ 
mittee for Lone Pine members 
were "stunned" about the deci¬ 
sion. 

AAA Cattle Company applied 
for the feedlot expansion 
through the NRCB in early 
2002. Neighbours organized 
the Committee for Lone Pine to 
oppose the initiative through 
public hearings conducted by 
the NRCB which received juris¬ 
diction of approving Confined 


Feeding Operations on Jan. 1. 
2002. Before that. County 
Councils made the decisions re¬ 
garding proposed feedlots for 
their area. 

"Every one is pretty sullen," 
said Murray Marsh, chair of 
the Committee for Lone Pine. 
"Shock, angry and disbelief - to 
the point that it feels like a day 
dream," said Marsh answering 
a question about the mood of 
local residents. 

"We've been through this a 
year now and we thought that 
we had put together a good 
case." 

During the appeal proceed¬ 
ings Feb. 5, after the AAA Ca4- 
tle Company was initially de¬ 
nied in its request because of 
inadequate information about 
the manure catchment pond at 
the proposed feedlot. Commit¬ 
tee for Lone Pine lawyers ar¬ 
gued that because AAA received 
a development permit prior to 
applying for expansion through 
the NRCB. their application 
had to include a plan to bring 
the entire operation up to regu¬ 
lations not just the expansion. 
Some local residents were hop¬ 
ing the appeal would be denied 


on that basis. 

"They waived that condi¬ 
tion,” said Marsh, pointing to 
the legislation. "(AAA) didn't 
even request that at the hear¬ 
ing and we expected that would 
be reflected in the decision." 

Marsh said it is unclear what 
the next step for local residents 
will be. He said they would 
start talking about other pos¬ 
sible avenues of fighting the 
feedlot on the weekend. Marsh 
admits he doesn't know 
whether there is an avenue left 
or the funds left to continue the 
fight. In the meantime he said 
neighbours will be keeping a 
watchful eye on the operation. 

Marsh said a level of distrust 
towards the feedlot remains be¬ 
cause of noncompliance issues 
of the past. 

AAA owner Simon Cobban 
said he was extremely happy 
and pleased about the decision 
saying the Board did a good job 
in implementing measures that 
would protect the environment 
in a way that was beneficial to 
the industry. 

Most of the conditions at¬ 
tached to the approval of the 
feedlot were put forward by 



Committee for Lone Pine 
Chair Murray Marsh said 
local residents shocked about 
the NRCB decision that 
allows a 16,000 head feedlot 
to operate near their 
residences. 

AAA Cattle Company. Cobban 
said the conditions were com¬ 
mitments owners of the opera¬ 
tion were willing to make and 


was happy to see them in¬ 
cluded. 

Cobban said the animosity 
created by the events that have 
unfolded over the past few 
years have been extremely 
tough on his family and said 
they had been ostracised from 
the community - including his 
children. 

And while relationships have 
suffered between AAA Cattle 
Company and local residents, 
Cobban is hopeful that one day 
that won't be the case, adding 
that it would take an effort on 
both sides. 

"It's something that is recip¬ 
rocal - it would take an effort 
on both sides. We have always 
had an open door policy. If 
someone isn't willing to work 
with us, there is not much we 
can do." 

Cobban said the operation 
did receive support from com¬ 
munity members that weren't 
right next to the operation and 
that he was thankful for that. 

Currently there are 26 pens 
constructed at the site. AAA 
Cattle Company will have to 
build an additional 54 pens to 
bring the operation to capacity.

One way or another Didsbury 
needs to know what health region 
it is going to fall into over the 
long term. 

With the realignment of health 
boundaries, communities and 
hospitals are trying to see how 
they fit into the big picture prov¬ 
ince wide. Board members are be¬ 
coming familiar with their new 
colleagues, new communities and 
new circumstances. A plan needs 
to be established for Didsburians 
and the hospital. The problem is, 
no one seems to know which 
health region we will be in even a month from now. It makes it 
extremely difficult for patients, healthcare workers and even 
our elected health board member Grant Hemming to know how 
to plan for the long term. In essence, other communities are 
getting a jump on us. 

Part of the problem was the timetable in which the health 
authorities were set up. Didsbury didn’t get a chance to voice 
their opinion on the region they wanted to fall into. Commu¬ 
nity members took it upon themselves to make their voices 
heard after the regions were established. 

There are good arguments for both health regions. Person¬ 
ally I think Didsbury would be able to make a future for its 
hospital in either region. They would just have to become more 
responsible in taking direction to attract new services to the 
area. 

What Didsbury does need now is confirmation about where 
they fit into the big picture. Once an answer on a health au¬ 
thority is given, work can begin on addressing local concerns 
and work can begin on establishing Didsbury’s role within the 
boundaries it falls under. 

For now Didsbury will be in Health Authority #4 - the Red 
Deer region. If the town is moving to the Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion - it needs to know soon.

CANADIAN WHEAT BOARD 

Gazing into the future of farming 


Who will be buying west¬ 
ern Canadian farmers' grain 
in 2012? Who will be our com¬ 
petition in world markets? 

Predicting future world 
production and trade condi¬ 
tions is a tricky business. Not 
many people foresaw that by 
2001, former grain importers 
like Russia and Ukraine 
would export bumper crops of 
medium and lower quality 
grain and capture market 
share normally held by the 
traditional exporting coun¬ 
tries. According to the CWB's 
recently released grain trade 
forecast, the influence of the 
"minor" exporters will con¬ 
tinue to be felt in world wheat 
and barley markets in coming 
years. 

The brightest point in this 
forecast, created by CWB mar¬ 
ket analysts, is future trade 
in malting barley. From a five- 
year average (from 1997-98 to 
2001-02) of just over 1.1 mil¬ 
lion tonnes, Canada’s malting 
barley exports are predicted to 
climb by 60 per cent to above 
two million tonnes annually 
by 2011-12. The main reason 
for this increase in demand is 
China's growing beer con¬ 


sumption. China has a large 
population of young people 
whose personal disposable 
income is increasing. China's 
total malting barley imports 
are projected up from a five- 
year average of 1.9 million 
tonnes to 3.4 million tonnes 
in 2011-12. 

Global wheat production is 
expected to increase by 14 per 
cent to 676 million tonnes by 
2001 - 12. Wheat trade is also 
projected to grow by 15 per 
cent during this period. The 
Asia-Pacific region is antici¬ 
pated to lead the growth in de¬ 
mand for wheat with total im¬ 
ports expected to increase by 
24 per cant. The majority of 
this growth will come from 
China and Indonesia. 

Canada's wheat exports are 
anticipated to remain stable 
at 17.2 million tonnes, revers¬ 
ing a downward trend experi¬ 
enced in the 1990s. Reasons 
for this stability are stronger 
competition from the non-tra- 
ditional exporters and attrac¬ 
tiveness of cropping alterna¬ 
tives. As well, more Canadian 
wheat is expected to be used 
for domestic feed, and by the 
alternative fuels sector, 


Canada now accounts for 
over 50 per cent of world 
trade in high-quality wheat. 
The CWB analysts predict 
that global demand for high 
quality milling wheat will in¬ 
crease with total wheat trade. 
This means that demand for 
top grades of Canada Western 
Red Spring wheat will remain 
strong. 

Canada is expected to hold 
its position as the largest 
durum exporter with about 
3.7 million tonnes exported 
annually. However, minor 
durum exporters such as Aus¬ 
tralia, Turkey and Syria are 
likely to increase their mar¬ 
ket share within the next 10 
years. 

Canada's feed barley ex¬ 
ports are projected to stay 
below 500 000 tonnes per 
year. Meanwhile, Ukraine 
and Russia are projected to 
emerge as the world's second 
and third largest feed barley 
exporters respectively.

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Atii' labour relations regulations 


New regulations for the La¬ 
bour Relations (Regional 
Health Authorities Restructur¬ 
ing) Amendment Act outline the 
process to streamline health 
care bargaining, ensure all 
workers employed by the re¬ 
gional health authorities are 
treated consistently, and deal 
with potential severance issues 
caused by the realignment of the 
regional health authorities. 

The regulations establish a 
new labour relations frame¬ 
work for the bargaining in the 
regional health authorities. 
When the process is complete 
in the fall of 2004, each of the 
nine regional health authorities 
will have four bargaining units 
and each bargaining unit will 
have one agreement and one 
bargaining agent representing 
its employees. 

“These regulations provide a 
road map for the Labour Rela¬ 


tions Board and parties to most 
effectively and efficiently 
streamline health care bar¬ 
gaining and collective agree¬ 
ment administration,” said Al¬ 
berta Human Resources and 
Employment Minister Clint 
Dun ford. 

The Labour Relations Board 
(LRB) has been empowered to 
implement a fair and timely 
transition process and will rely 
on the participation of employ¬ 
ers, unions and employees to 
ensure a smooth transition. 
The LRB will set timelines and 
conduct all votes and 
determinations during the 
transition. 

To ensure a smooth transi¬ 
tion, the LRB will work with 
the parties to resolve all out¬ 
standing union representation 
and collective agreement deter¬ 
mination issues. The LRB will 
implement a process to deter¬ 


mine which union will repre¬ 
sent workers in the functional 
bargaining unit and to deter¬ 
mine which type of agreement 
will be used as the starting 
point for each region-wide func¬ 
tional bargaining unit. 

“It is important that the 
transition process treats em¬ 
ployers, unions and employees 
fairly,” said Dunford. “Having 
an independent body such as 
the Labour Relations Board 
handle the transition process 
ensures that there is a balance 
between all the parties’ needs.” 

The regulation also ad¬ 
dresses the question of sever¬ 
ance. Staff who keep essentially 
the same job but change employ¬ 
ers as a result of health author¬ 
ity boundary changes, or 
changes to the Alberta Mental 
Health Board, will not be eligi¬ 
ble for severance.

AAA wins - neighbors, nature and common sense lose 


Natural Resources 
Conservation Board- 
doesn't that have a nice 
ring to it? "Natural Re¬ 
sources", surely that en¬ 
compasses our physical 
environment upon which 
all life, not just human¬ 
kind, depends for exist¬ 
ence and Conservation, 
the magic word that 
means there will always 
be enough if we are care¬ 
ful. And lastly "Board", no 
single authority head but 
a group presumably giv¬ 
ing varied points of view. 

My personal misgiv¬ 
ings began last November 
at the hearings held in 
Didsbury to determine the 
issues of the AAA appli¬ 
cation for an 18,200 head 
feedlot approval and who 
would be heard to support 
the various interests. The 
Chairman, in introducing 
the panel, styled himself 
as a "former environmen¬ 
talist". When 1 introduced 
myself and asked who 
then is representing the 
environment, he assured 
me, with a figurative pat 
on the head, that if I fol¬ 
lowed the hearings and 
decision, 1 would find 
that the panel had consid¬ 
ered and protected all en¬ 
vironmental concerns. 

Think about the num¬ 
bers. Imagine the 
populations of Didsbury, 
Carstairs, Crossfield, 
Olds and Sundre standing 
shoulder to shoulder con¬ 
fined in an area about the 
size of downtown Dids¬ 
bury. Now of course cat¬ 
tle are much bigger than 
humans and stand hori¬ 
zontally not vertically so

increase the crowding fac¬ 
tor by at least 4 times. So 
this is a visualization of 
the sheer mass of beef to 
be. These animals require 
water, from 4 to 10 gal. 
per day per animal de¬ 
pending on weight and 
weather. 

The hydrologists and 
engineers assure us that 
there is adequate well 
water. Food is easy, the 
operators buy what they 
need- there is no 
pasturing. Now as to 
manure, each animal pro¬ 
duces about 10 times as 
much as a human and 
this is a very rough esti¬ 
mate, so guesstimate at 
least 100 tons per day.

Third reading given 
to borrowing by-law

Mountain View County Council has passed third 
and final reading of a borrowing by-law that will help 
see the construction of the Aspen Ridge Lodge in Dids¬ 
bury. 

After receiving endorsements from all of the appli¬ 
cable municipalities (Didsbury, Carstairs, Olds, Sundre 
and Cremona), County Councillors ratified the bylaw 
which will see $3 million loaned through the County 
to Mountain View Seniors Housing. 

County Commissioner Harold Johnsrude said the 
bylaw didn't receive any negative comments from the 
public - just positive feedback. 

The County required the towns within its bounda¬ 
ries to commit to their portion of the debt in case of 
default. 

The move to borrow money through the County 
was done so Mountain View Seniors Housing would 
be able to receive a locked rate through a 25-year de¬ 
benture. 

Borrowing money through a bank would be like a 
normal mortgage with rate adjustments every five 
years. 

The bylaw allows the lodge to borrow an additional

answered "I don’t know, 
its not my field". He can 
design a supposedly fool¬ 
proof system but can't fix 
it if it doesn't work. 

Let's return to real life 
and common sense. Deal¬ 
ing with these numbers of 
animals in a vastly con¬ 
stricted area maximizes 
every possible stress on 
the land, water, air and 
animals. (Did I forget to 
mention the stink of 100 
tons of new manure, ac¬ 
cumulating day after day. 
especially in damp 
weather?) Sooner or later 


some part of this system 
will fail. Ask the pork pro¬ 
ducers in North Carolina. 
They grow more hogs in 
intensive operations than 
anywhere else in the 
world and thought their 
regulations and planning 
had addressed all possible 
concerns. But Mother 
Nature got their atten¬ 
tion; she sent a hurricane 
with torrential rains. 
Thousands of liquid ma¬ 
nure lagoons overflowed 
spreading feces and urine 
over the land and into 
lakes and rivers - and 


basements. Tens of thou¬ 
sands of pigs drowned. 

The proponents of this 
feedlot operation, when 
they visited a few of the 
neighbors in 1997, talked 
about a "family business" 
starting with about 2,500 
head and perhaps dou¬ 
bling that in time. Lax 
municipal practice al¬ 
lowed them to operate 
without any permit for 
two years and at double 
the permitted amount for 
another two years. Now 
the provincial body sup¬ 
posedly at least, to be 


charged with the conser¬ 
vation of natural re¬ 
sources has allowed a 
Pandora's Box of danger¬ 
ous possibilities to come 
into being. 

Our authorities and 
experts operate "within 
their mandate", according 
*o special expertise and 
education, and of course 
as the law allows. What¬ 
ever happened to common 
sense?

Rosetta Exploration 
Inc. has spent three years 
completing its technical 
research and acquiring 
the necessary mineral 
rights to drill for a Swan 
Hills gas accumulation it 
believes it has found in 
the Westcott area. 

The project is now at 
the public consultation 
stage and the company is 
looking for input from 
area residents. 

“At Rosetta it is impor¬ 
tant for us to work closely 
with the community,” 
said Robyn Lore, one of 
Rosetta's managing direc¬ 
tors, noting that initial 


responses have been quite 
positive. 

“Our approach is to 
visit with all of the peo¬ 
ple in the surrounding 
area,” he said, adding 
that they have spoken 
face to face with the resi¬ 
dents of over 120 house¬ 
holds so far. 

“We want to have a 
development program for 
drilling and production 
that is safe, environmen¬ 
tally sound and works for 
people living in the area.” 

“It |the areal has theo¬ 
retical potential and good 
oil and gas facilities,” said 
Lore. The proposed ex¬ 
ploration well site under 


discussion is located at 
LS 9-22-30-3 W5M, 14 
kilometres southwest of 
Didsbury, southwest of 
Westcott. 

The Carstairs Gas 
Plant and the Harmattan 
Gas and Sulphur Plant 
are in close proximity to 
the site, which Lore says 
has capacity but will need 
upgrading to fit the type 
of gas anticipated and to 
take advantage of new 
technology available. 

Rosetta wants local 
residents to be aware that 
a discovery will be sour, 
meaning it will contain 
hydrogen sulfide.

County Council passes first reading of dog bylaw

New definitions 
and fine structure 
proposed

Mountain View County 
Council gave first reading to 
a new Animal Control Bylaw 
at its regular meeting held 
March 26. 

Senior Constable Jayson 
Nelson said the bylaw needed 
to be rewritten because it was 
not strong enough in dealing 
with animal attacks on live¬ 
stock and humans. 

Proposed changes to the 
bylaw include more clearly de¬ 
fined terms, better clarifica¬ 
tion of how a dog can be de¬ 
termined viscous, clarified 
conditions for controlling vis¬ 
cous dogs, creation of prohi¬ 
bitions relating to the biting 
and chasing of persons and 
other animals and authority 
to impound suspect dogs. The 
new proposed by-law also in¬ 
cludes new penalties which 
increases for repeat offences. 

"At times the animal con¬ 
trol bylaws have not been able 
to address more serious con¬ 
cerns," said Nelson introduc¬ 
ing the by-law to councillors. 

While all councillors voted 
to give the new by-law first 
reading, not all councillors 


seemed particularly thrilled 
about a new dog by-law. 

Councillor Linda Burrell 
said the problem with dog by¬ 
laws is that they are pretty 
much "unenforceable”. After 
hearing that the County had 
dealt with just two dog bites 
in the last two-and-a-half 
years, she wondered if that 
was enough to have to intro¬ 
duce a new dog by-law. 

"So for two dog bites over 
two-and-a-half years we are 
going to have a new dog by¬ 
law," she said. 

Later in the meeting, when 
talking about the role the 
RCMP plays when dealing 
with a dog that has bitten a 
person, Burrell stated she 
was the owner of a dog that 


bit someone and she was faced 
with options of either putting 
the dog down or going to 
court. 

Other councillors also re¬ 
flected on negative experi¬ 
ences dealing with neighbours 
dogs. Reeve Ian Harvie and 
Councillor Ben Penner said 
they have had roaming dogs 
bother their livestock in the 
past. 

"I shouldn't have to fend off 
my cattle from these dogs," 
said Penner. 

Councillor Pat James said 
he supported the new by-law 
and Councillor Charlie van 
Arnam said it was basically 
cleaning up the old by-law. 

Nelson said the by-law 
would be enforced after con-

tinuous complaints by a rate¬ 
payer. He said after one inci¬ 
dent he would talk to the dog 
owner. Multiple complaints 
could lead to having the vic¬ 
tim write up a statement and 
a charge would be laid. 

Penalties associated with 
the new dog by-law range 
from $75 for a dog running at 
large to $1,000 for a dog bite 
on a person.

ing across the province are fac¬ 
ing the same issues. 

“Aging facilities, aging popu¬ 
lation and lack of provincial 
government support,” said Van 
Arnam. 

An issue expected to be ad¬ 
dressed is the fact some of the 
residents using publicly funded 
seniors housing shouldn’t be in 
there, but have no other alter¬ 
natives, said County Council¬ 
lor Dave Derksen. 

“We may be serving a client 
that should be served some¬ 
where else,” said Derksen. 

The people that should be 
served elsewhere are seniors 
that can afford private facilities 
but do not use them because no 
private facilities exist in com¬ 
munities within Mountain View 
County except for Sunrise Vil¬ 
lage in Olds. 

Mountain View Seniors 
Housing Authority is intended 
to provide assistance and hous¬ 
ing to low income seniors only. 
The Authority believes there 
are people using the housing 
that shouldn’t qualify and 
would be able to afford private 
institutions. 

Across rural Alberta the pri¬ 
vate sector has not moved in 
because they feel there isn’t a 
high enough population de¬ 
mand of financially secure sen¬ 
iors and therefore not a high 
enough profit for the private 
sector to locate in rural Al¬ 
berta. 

“Just because you have ac¬ 
cumulated some wealth you 
can’t stay in your own commu¬ 
nity? That is the difficulty we 
face at the Authority,” said Van 
Arnam. 

New ways of doing business 
within the Authority is one op¬ 
tion to fix the problem. 

One innovative way might be 
to create a facility where one 
wing of a lodge is dedicated to 
low income seniors and have 
the rest of it charge higher rent 
for seniors who can afford it. 

“We’re going to have to find 
something because we are look¬ 
ing at taxpayers in Mountain 
View County and its munici¬ 
palities footing the bill and it 
is substantial,” said Van 
Arnam. 


The first long-range plan¬ 
ning to look at income/expense 
and capital requirements for the 
next decade was a shocking ex¬ 
perience for Mountain View 
Seniors Authority. 

Long-term planning reveals 
the Mountain View Seniors Au¬ 
thority is all right financially, 
until seven or eight years down 
the road when the next major 
capital project comes along. At 
that point it is projected the 
authority will have to borrow 
substantially. 

“We don’t have a lot of re¬ 
serves to work with,” said 
Mountain View County Coun¬ 
cillor Charlie Van Arnam. 

Van Arnam said Mountain 
View County Council had bor¬ 
rowed $3 million to get Dids- 
bury’s new lodge up and run¬ 
ning and it will use most of the 
county’s resources in debt re¬ 
payment for the next number 
of years, inhibiting them 
from building reserves to use 
for the next capital project. 
Council anticipates the next 
major project to be the replace¬ 
ment of the Mount View Lodge 
in Olds. This lodge was built 
in the 1960s and is not designed 
for today’s needs. 

Planning projects zero profit 
in 2003 and profits ranging 
from $50,000 to $70,000 for 
years between 2004 and 2010. 
In 2011 deficits begin to show 
as high at $572,000 until 2013. 
Most of the profits will go to 
debt repayments and building 
operating reserves and it isn’t 
nearly enough. 

“A stab-in-the-dark guess is 
that the Olds lodge will cost 
about $8 million,” said Van 
Arnam. 

This is a wake-up call for 
seniors housing and plans need 
to be made to get Aspen Ridge 
Lodge in Didsbury up and run¬ 
ning and then sit down and 
look at options. 

“We are obviously going to 
have to find different ways of 
running the business and dif¬ 
ferent ways of financing capi¬ 
tal construction and lobby the 
government for more financial 
help. He said all seniors hous¬

patronize local businesses 
while they are in town. 

She said For Trees, a com¬ 
pany she owns with her hus¬ 
band Gerard, receives six 
months of its businesses from 
a booth at the Trade Show. 

"It's very beneficial for us," 
she said, reiterating that busi¬ 
nesses are able to reach out to 
their existing customer base as 
well at the event. 

Something that is new at 
this years event is the environ¬ 
mental theme. 

Recycling and compost bins 
will be set up at various loca¬ 
tions at the trade show in an 
attempt to show the public how 
much material can be diverted 
from landfill sites by being pro¬ 
active in recycling and 
composting methods. The 
Mountain View Waste Commis¬ 
sion is spearheading the at¬ 
tempt to make the Trade Show 
a "zero waste event."

Dalene and Andy are expecting their first baby in May. 
Dalene is my niece and the daughter of my brother Dale and 
his wife Dianne. At a family gathering last week Dianne handed 
me a small lumpy package and confessed to a secret, hidden 
from me, for the last twenty five years. The package con¬ 
tained the Raggedy Anne that I had made for Dalene in 1972. 
Some of the seams in her clothing had worn a bit, the elastic 
in her bloomers had given way so they drooped badly and 
her complexion was a bit grimy but she still had both shoe 
button eyes, her embroidered heart and her happy smile. She 
was also totally bald. In about 1977 Dalene and her sister 
Michelle had given the doll a haircut. Red Yarn 
does not style very well so Dianne took poor little Raggedy 
Anne to one of her handicrafting sisters who removed the 
remaining yarn but didn’t know how to proceed from there 
and so Raggedy remained bald for a long, long time. Now 
with the new baby coming and Dalene decorating a 
nursery, they finally confessed the crime to me and wondered 
if I would give the doll a new head of hair. 

In 1914 Johnny Gruelle was an established writer and 
artist who did Political cartoons and had his own comic strips. 
One day his 8 year old daughter Marcella visited him in his 
office clutching a faded and faceless rag doll that she had 
found in her Grandmothers attic. Marcella suffered from a 
valvular heart disease and was very frail. Her father adored 
her and with his drawing pens he gave the doll a smiling 
mouth and a triangular nose. He found a couple of shoe but¬ 
tons in his desk drawer and told Marcella to have her mother 
sew them on for eyes. From a book of poems by James 
Whitcombe Riley the father and daughter chose two of their 
favorites, The Raggedy Man and Little Orphant Annie and 
they named the doll Raggedy Anne. 

When Marcella was ill and not sleeping well Johnny en¬ 
couraged her to relax by telling her stories about the adven¬ 
tures that Raggedy Anne and the other toys had while the 
household was asleep. He patented a drawing of the doll in 
1915 and in the picture the doll has dark straggly hair, hori¬ 
zontally striped leggings, black shoes, floppy hat. print dress, 
ruffled pantaloons and a puffy apron. Marcella died in 1916, 
not long before the first books of Raggedy Anne stories were 
published, and as the books were coming out the publisher 
suggested that a doll, like the one in the illustrations, might 
help sales at the book launch. The Grueles handmade the 
first doll and then about 200 more were produced commer¬ 
cially. 

After the books came out Gruele received a package in the 
mail that contained a boy rag doll, very similar to the one 
Marcella had found in Grandma’s attic. The accompanying 
letter explained that the owner of the doll had been a friend 
of Gruel’s grandmother and this was the twin to 
the doll Marcella had rescued. So Raggedy Andy was born 
and he began to appear in the books in 1920. 

Lady Bird Johnson had a Raggedy Anne, Caroline Kennedy, 
Shirley Temple, Bob Hope, Lucille Ball, Captain Kangaroo, 
Dustin Hoffman. The list is endless. The Gruel family holds 
the copyright on Anne and Andy and several companies have 
trademark rights but anyone has the right to reproduce Ann 
and Andy from a licensed pattern for his/her own use. Com¬ 
mercial models are readily available but the homemade ones 
are best. 

I started making them from a McCall’s pattern in 1959. I 
have made and given away 58 Ann and Andys since then. 
They have gone from Vancouver to Nova Scotia, to boys and 
girls, adults and babies. My sister Marj was visiting this 
week and I got her to take Dalene’s doll apart, no mean 
feat since I sew them as if you were going to tie horses to 
them. We removed all the old dusty stuffing, washed all the 
body parts and clothing, restuffed with fresh white fibrefill, 
put her all back together, sewed the eyes back on, new frilly 
white panties, new curly red hair. She looked as fresh and 
pretty as the day she was born and I hope she lasts for an¬ 
other 30 years. But no more haircuts.

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QUESTION: It's obvious that our teenage son is rap¬ 
idly becoming an adult. What guidelines can you offer to 
help us transfer power at the right time — neither early 
nor late? 

DR. DOBSON: There are some approaches that have 
been successful in lessening this conflict. The Amish peo¬ 
ple have developed a unique tradition that has succeeded 
for them. Strict discipline and harsh standards of behavior 
are imposed from infancy. When children turn 16 years of 
age, however, they enter a period called "Rumspringa." Sud¬ 
denly, all restrictions are lifted. They are free to drink, 
smoke, date, marry, or behave in ways that horrify their 
parents. 

Some Amish children do just that. But most don't. They 
are even granted the right to leave the community if they 
choose. But if they stay, it must be in accordance with the 
social order. The majority accept the heritage of their fami¬ 
lies, not because they must, but because they choose to. 

Although I admire the Amish and many of their ap¬ 
proaches to child-rearing, I believe the Rumspringa con¬ 
cept is implemented too quickly for children raised in a 
more open society. 

It works in the controlled environment of Amish coun¬ 
try, but it would be disastrous for most of the rest of us. 
I've seen families grant "instant adulthood" to their ado¬ 
lescents, to their regret. 

If it doesn't work to transfer power suddenly to young 
people, how can they be established as full-fledged adults 
without creating a civil war in the process? I have recom¬ 
mended that parents begin granting tiny elements of inde¬ 
pendence literally in toddlerhood. 

When a child can tie his shoes, he should be permitted - 
- yes, required — to do it. When she can choose her clothes, 
she should make her own selections within reason. When 
he can walk safely to school, he should be allowed to do 
so. 

Each year, more responsibility and freedom (they are 
companions) must be given to the child so that the final 
release in early adulthood is merely a small, final release 
of authority. This is the theory, at least. Pulling it off is 
sometimes quite another matter. 

In the final analysis, your own son or daughter will let 
you know when the time is right for independence. You 
must judge his or her maturity, wisdom and emotional 
readiness for full-fledged adulthood. Then you grant it -- 
and pray diligently for the next 30 years. 

QUESTION: Our 21-year-old daughter came home from 
college and moved back into her old bedroom. Now, three 
years later, she's still there. She doesn't work, she has no 
ambition or direction, and she seems perfectly content to 
freeload on her dad and me. I know she ought to get on 
with her life, but what can I do? I can't just force her out, 
can I? 

DR. DOBSON: Your daughter is not alone. Millions of 
young adults are living at home and loving it. They have 
no intention of growing up - and why should they? Food 
is prepared. Clothes are laundered and the bills are paid. 
There's no incentive to face the cold world of reality, and 
they are determined not to budge. Some, like your daugh¬ 
ter, even refuse to work. 

I know it's difficult to dislodge a homebound son or 
daughter. They're like furry little puppies who hang around 
the back door waiting for a saucer of warm milk. But to 
let them stay year after year, especially if they're not pur¬ 
suing career goals, is to cultivate irresponsibility and de¬ 
pendency. That's not love, even though it may feel like it. 
There comes the time when you must gently but forth¬ 
rightly hand the reins over to your adult daughter and 
force her to stand on her own. I think it's time to help her 
pack. 

Giving a shove to a 24-year-old woman may seem cruel 
at the time, but I encourage you to consider emancipating 
her. If that never happens, lasting characteristics of de¬ 
pendency and immaturity may ensue. I suggest you sit 
down and talk to your daughter, explaining why the time 
has come for her to make a life of her own. Set a deadline, 
perhaps two or three weeks ahead, and begin preparing 
for it. Then give her a big hug, a promise of prayers, and 
send her on her way.

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NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

Spring break in Nigeria was a time to get things done 


Dear Family and Friends, 

This past week and tomorrow are the spring 
break for Hillcrest School. What does that mean? 
Well, it means that we had a student from the School 
choir trip to Abuja stay with us Sunday night and 
Monday night. 

The driver came from the Calabar area to take 
Stevenson (a freshman) home (a seven-hour trip) 
but the driver was also told to go to Kaduna (4 
hours the other direction) to check for machinery 
parts. By the time he returned on Monday after¬ 
noon, it was not safe for them to set out on the 
longer journey. Stevenson was no problem at all; it 
was a good opportunity to get to know him a bit. 

Also, spring break meant that my wife had a long 
list of things that she wanted to get done. I’ll ad¬ 
mit, she did several of them by herself, but 1 was 
expected to put in some time most days to help. 
This worked out okay. Some of the things that we 
got done included sorting out things that have 
needed to be sorted for a long time. It also encour¬ 
aged us to do this because of the U.S. going into 
Iraq and the uncertainty that creates here. There 
are quite a few Muslims in Nigeria and many of 
them are not happy about the war on Iraq. There 
have been demonstrations, but mostly in Kano. 

Here in Jos we had political rallies for the elec¬ 
tions coming up in about a month. One expatriate 
couple drove through such a rally and had their 
car beat on. There was no damage, but it was trau¬ 
matic. I drove up to the edge of a rally on my way 
home the other day and promptly turned around 
and found a different way home. The idea for us is 
to maintain a low profile and avoid crowds. 

However, because of the uncertainty concerning 
the reaction of Muslims here in Nigeria, we started 
packing an evacuation suitcase and organized our¬ 
selves so that we would be ready to leave if we 
needed to. With the elections coming and the un¬ 
rest that is often associated with the political pro¬ 
cess, we also feel that we need to be ready to go, or 
to stay at home for several days. So far there isn’t 
any real problem, and we thank God. 

Back to my wife’s list. We sorted out the things 
stored about our closets, the bookshelves, and the 
store room shelves. Also, we re-organized the freezer 
so that we actually know what we have and it is in 
some semblance of order. Yesterday I sorted through 
the tools that I have and decided which ones I’d 
like to take home to Canada, which ones I’ll use 
here and sell when we leave, and which ones are 
just taking up space now—sell right away. It actu¬ 
ally helps to get some of these things taken care of 
and I felt really good about that. 

My wife weeded the flower planter in front of 
our house and raked part of the small ‘lawn’ area. 
There really isn’t any lawn here but during rainy 
season grass grows where my wife raked. We have 


had a lot of dust in the air (harmattan) even this 
week, but tonight there are clouds and the breeze 
is from the south, which indicates that the rains 
may not be too far away. I’ll be happy when the 
dust is gone. 

Quite a few people from Hillcrest traveled dur¬ 
ing the break; we have friends who went to Ghana 
and had a great time. We had planned to travel by 
road about an hour and a half to visit missionary 
friends who are doing Fulani ministry—working 
with the nomadic cattle herders—and a couple of 
sisters who are working at a school for widows, 
training them to develop skills that could earn them 
some money. One of the things that is taught there 
is how to knit, like sweaters and other items that 
could be sold. 

I was not eager to go anywhere because the 
amount of traveling that I’ve done since we returned 
to Nigeria at the beginning of January. We were 
supposed to leave on Tuesday and come back 
Wednesday, but by Sunday evening Janet was still 
having problems with a runny tummy, so we sent 
word that we wouldn’t be coming. Janet has been 
doing much better, but there are still difficult times. 
Both of us are losing weight by being careful about 
our diets and getting exercise, but I said that get¬ 
ting sick was unfair. 

This afternoon/evening we went to prayer meet¬ 
ing. At 6:20 the power went off. The people said 
that this was 20 minutes later than usual. Most 
days the power goes off at 6 in the evening and 
comes back on early afternoon. 

In other words they get less than six hours of 
power each day. We who live on the Hillcrest com¬ 
pound have power pretty well 24 hours every day. 
When the power does go off, we have a powerful 
generator that is run. A couple years ago, Hillcrest 
paid a large amount of money to have electricity 
supplied by a different company. I think it was a 
very wise investment. 

Now, after years of water problems, Hillcrest is 
finally willing to pay to have a bole hole drilled so 
that there is a reasonably sure source of water. The 
Plateau State workers were on strike for several 
months and Hillcrest had to hire tankers to bring 
water for the School. After a while it got through 
to some of the leaders that having an alternative 
source of water that we control might be a good 
idea. It remains to be seen how long it will take to 
get the bore hole drilled. I hope it’s soon! 

Although some things are difficult, we have much 
to be thankful for. We have a fairly safe compound 
with electricity and water (most days). We are quite 
healthy, and enjoy quite a nice climate—no snow! 
We have internet access through the School for free. 
We have jobs that we basically enjoy and feel that 
we are in God’s will for our lives. God has been 
very good to us and we are grateful.

Glen O’Neill off to a 
blazing start

In the saddle bronc event at 
the Calgary Royal Rodeo, two 
brother-in-laws, Glen O'Neill 
and Rod Hay put on a clinic in 
exhibiting their talents. And 
when the dust settled in the 
infield at the Pengrowth 
Saddledome, the two riders 
split top spot with identical 
marks of 84. worth $4,129 
apiece. 

Denny Hay ran into some 
tough luck at the rodeo mark¬ 
ing an 80 for a split of tenth 
spot worth $196. 

O’Neill, of Didsbury, is the 
2002 World Saddle Bronc cham¬ 
pion and 2000 Canadian Pro¬ 
fessional Rodeo Association 
Saddle Bronc Champion. 

A landed immigrant from 
Australia, O’Neill has carved a 
niche in the rodeo world by be¬ 
ing a solid contender for the 
Jack Daniel’s/Professional 
Cowboy's Association World 
championship. In five trips to 
the National Finals Rodeo, held 
annually in Las Vegas. Nevada, 
O’Neill has always finished 
within the top five. In 1997, 
O'Neill was named the PRCA 
Rookie of the Year and won the 
coveted $50,000 at the Calgary 
Stampede. 

Before hanging his hat in the 
North America rodeo circuit, 
O’Neill was the Australian Sad¬ 
dle Bronc champion. 

Performing at his best in the 
largest rodeos has been a forte 


for him as he captured the 
Wrangler Pro Rodeo Circuit 
championship in 2002. Besides 
the major championships 
tucked in his belt, O'Neill 
shares the CPRA highest 
marked ride of 95 with legend 
rider Doug Void. O'Neill re¬ 
corded the score in 
1996 aboard Franklin Rodeo’s 
Airwolf at the Daines Ranch 
Rodeo. Void, who obtained the 
mark aboard Franklin Rodeo’s 
Franklin’s Transport at the 
Meadow Lake Stampede in 
1979, held the record for 17 
years before O’Neill matched it. 
Tucking money in his Wrangler 
Jeans after every rodeo has be¬ 
come automatic for O’Neill as 
he holds the CPRA single sea¬ 
son saddle bronc earnings of 
$61,697. 

Riding in Calgary has been 
a profitable experience for Rod 
Hay as he has won the $50,000 
Calgary Stampede prize three 
times. He has ridden off into the 
sunset with six CPRA Saddle 
Bronc championships including 
a string of three in a row. In 
his thirteen years of perform¬ 
ing at the CFR, Hay has earned 
$176,000, a CFR record for any 
event. And he is the only Ca¬ 
nadian saddle bronc rider to 
open the chutes thirteen times 
at the National Finals Rodeo. 

Fastest lady around the bar¬ 
rels was Dawn Rude, of La 
Glace, AB., with a time of 
13.466 seconds, a win worth 
$3,200.
